This means the men will 
have to remain in prison 22 
days from the day of the de- 
cision, the time allowed Attor- 
ney General U. S. Webb to 
file appeal with a higher court. 
Webb has the authority to 
grant the three immediate 
freedom. 

The ILD made efforts to con- 
tact him, but as the Western 
Werker went to press was still 
unable to obtain a definite an- 
swer. A request was made that 
all unions and organizations 
wire Webb, asking immediate 
freedom for the Sacramento 
boys.

has filed claim with his attor- 
neys for a_ $1,000 judgment 
sho a the Constitutional Edu- 
cational League which published 
the notorious anti-union pam- 
phlet, “Join the CIO and Help 
Build a Soviet America.” 

The pamphlet, written by 
Joseph P. Kamp, noted fascist 
and strikebreaker, stated that 
$1000 reward would be _ paid 
anyone proving any “charge” 
made in the pamphlet to be 
false.
